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THE LOBBY MUST C.O 

If members of the newly elected 
legislature confer some time In De¬ 
cember either at Lexington or Louis¬ 
ville, ns Is suggested by Itepresenta- 
tlve-elect Itelknap, one of the first and 
the most Important things that con¬ 
front them for consideration In con¬ 
nection with the January session Is 
to divorce the legislature Itself from 
the control of a selfish, pernicious, 
and nctlve lobby, composed In part 
of politicians and of representatives 
of speclnl Interests. 

It will be remembered that the first 
thing President Woodrow Wilson did 
when he summoned congress in speclnl 
session wns to drive the lobby out of 
Washington, and It wns thru this step 
that congress passed all the important 
laws recommended by the president. 
It will nlso be recalled that when 
President Ilooscvelt went Into office 
the lobby hud no control of congress. 
It could not even get n foothold in 
the corridors of the cnpltol. The de¬ 
mands of the people were so Insistent 
and the president so thoroly repre¬ 
sented those demands that whatever 
legislation he recommended was 
passed by congress and passed In 
record time, including some of the 
most revolutionary measures over 
enacted by congress in peace times. 

The last four sessions of the legis¬ 
lature of Kentucky have been domi¬ 
nated, not by the people who sent 
representatives and senators to Prank- 
fort to represent them, but by lobbyists 
to promote selfish purposes and too 
often to thwart the will of the people. 
If the Kentucky legislature in Janu¬ 
ary is to accomplish any real reforms 
that are necessary to balance the bud¬ 
get of the state, every member of the 
house and senate must be under sus¬ 
picion who is in frequent contact with 
laid lobbyists and secret political 
agents. 

Tennessee bad a much larger debt 
than Kentucky lias, but has been able 
to get out of the red by reducing the 
expenses of government eight million 
Hollars. Kentucky can do the same 
thing but it must first purge the cap- 
Stol of an iniquitous and selfish lobby. 
.Ys the Savior drove the money chang¬ 
ers tait of the temple so the lobbyists 
must be driven out of the capital at 
Frankfort before we can really have 
representative government in this 
state. 

It is not necessary to enumerate the 
names of the Interests that invariably 
take control ut Frankfort, while not 
apparently having control, to direct 
legislation thru the committees and 
thru the speaker of the house of rep¬ 
resentatives. People know who they 
are. Kentucky must not be controlled 
l y any lobby of any kind, autl several 
well known figures who stand very 
prominently in the state who go to 
Frankfort every session ostensibly to 
represent some great Interest of the 
commonwealth really go there to .rep¬ 
resent their own interests and they are. 
.Just us obnoxious upon the body poli¬ 
tic ns a boil is on tin* back of the neck 
of a man.—Elizabethtown News.

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SAVE THE TIMBER 

The Cumberland national forest has 
Iron established by tile federal gov- 
< rnuieut In eastern Kentucky, and is 
composed of parts of Rockcastle, Jack- 
sou, Estill. Lee. Wolfe, Powell, Men¬ 
ifee, Morgan, Bath, and Rowan eoutl- 
t es. This forest has been established 
v. Ill the purpose in mind of water¬ 
shed protection as well as timber pro¬ 
duction. Recreational possibilities for 
the public as well as hunting and fish¬ 
ing constitute another Item of public 
service. 

A national forest furnishes employ¬ 
ment to numerous farmers and labor¬ 
ers living In ami adjacent to the 
boundaries; in road construction, im¬ 
provements, and work in the woods. 
At this time of year and in the spring 
91 here are numerous hunters, fishermen, 
farmers, ami transients in the woods. 
It Is suggested that all persons in the 
woods lie careful in smoking, leaving 
camp fires uucxtiuguishcd (which is 
punishable under federal law by im¬ 
prisonment), and not smoking out 
squirrels or rabbits. Farmers are ulso 
asked to. bp careful In any field or 
brush burning and not let the fire 
cscutio Into tlie woods. 

Tile Kentucky as well as federal 
laws impose penalties L upon persons 
responsible for willful and accidental 
burning of woodlands. It is .hoped thut 
the public will cooperate in preventing 
fires and assist in conserving our 
forests.

The Association of Reserve City 
Bankers hits mulled oat to hanks, 
newspuperR, financiers, lawyers, and 
others whom they regard as molders 
of public opinion a well written bul¬ 
let In presenting n very elaborate argu¬ 
ment against tlie new federal deposit 
Insurance law soon to go Into effect 
and referred to In the bulletin and 
popularly known ns the Gunrnnty of 
Bank Deposits Law. 

The burden of the argument set 
forth In the bulletin Is the same that 
has been used In the past when 
various western states passed such 
laws some years ago; l.u., that It puts 
u premium on loose bunking practices, 
puts the careful conservative banker 
on the some level with the careless. 
Irresponsible banker, nail that the 
Chances for losses would be so great 
in times of panic or depression that 
the capital structure of the partici¬ 
pating banks might, be greatly Im¬ 
paired or tlie guaranty fund exhausted 
by the great demands nginst it. 

They cite the unsuccessful results 
of the state guaranty laws of thu 
six or seven states in which it has 
been tried nnd conclude that what we 
need Instead of a guaranty of de¬ 
posits is a more thorn revision of our 
fundamental banking laws for the 
protection of the depositor, nnd they 
ask for tlie repeal of the permanent 
deposit insurance luw scheduled to go 
into effect July 1, lfifi-1. 

That the state guaranty laws have 
been a failure will be admitted by 
everyone Interested in the subject, and 
the reasons for tills are not difficult I 
to find.. A lack of diversification of | 
risk and a too narrow application of 
the Insurance principle ns distin¬ 
guished from the situation that would 
exist on a national scale, would prob¬ 
ably account for the failure of the 
stilt., laws, but w ould not’ conclusively 


feetlng amendments mny become nec¬ 
essary, which congress, In session (lur¬ 
ing this period nnd studying the 
subject, can very easily remedy. 

Bat taken ns a whole nnd viewed 
In the light of whnt Is attempted to 
be accomplished, It seems to the man 
in the street to be a sound nnd much 
needed piece of legislation nnd one 
which will do more to restore confi¬ 
dence in banks nnd therefore renct 
to the ultimate benefit of banks anil 
bankers than nny other hnnk legisla¬ 
tion so far attempted or proposed. 

Whnt would he more conducive to 
the stopping of hoarding nnd the re¬ 
turn of money now in tin cans nnd 
old mattresses than the feeling on the 
part of the people that when they 
put their money In the banks they 
have assurance that it will lie there 
when they want it? Would It not 
restore to circulation millions of dol¬ 
lars now withheld thru fear nnd lack 
of confidence* with corresponding 
benefit to the banks? There would be 
no further need for postal savings 
banks, which were established to meet 
the desire of that large element of 
our population who trust the govern¬ 
ment but do not trust banks, anil 
j these large deposits would flow back 
! Into otir deposit Insured banks. 

One of the objections urged by the 
banks in tlieir opening light to have 
this law repealed is the cost resulting 
from the initial subscription to the 
insurance deposit fund amounting to 
one half of one percent of tlieir de¬ 
posits. Does anyone believe the banks 
will bear tills expense or is it more 
reasonable to believe that the sum 
(50c per $1011) will lie charged against 
the depositor just as the federal cheek 
tax and tlie state tax of 10c per *10* 
lire now charged against the depositor? 
Anil wild will object to this tax when

Home ownership 
is so necessary to good citizenship, to 
thrift, and to a wholesome family life 
thut we believe in giving every man, 
rich or poor, an exemption of $500 or 
$1000 in the value of house nnd land 
occupied hy the owner, nnd tax him 
only on the excess value above this. 

of course one mny ask, “How <-ould 
local governments he adequately sup¬ 
ported If a $1000 exemption were 
granted on homos occupied hy the 
owner?” Out answer Is that, if It Is 
necessary to effect this result, we 
could Well increase inheritance taxes 
and luxury taxes, also increase total 
income taxes by making smaller in¬ 
comes than now pay something and 
making big incomes pay more than 
now. 

But primarily we believe that we 
nre fast coming to a time when we 
shall recognize these two basic facts: 

(1) Tlmt tlds whole nation is ns truly 
one single economic unit ns nny state 
or county was a century ago, hence 

(2) that Justifiable sales taxes, in- 
conie, and inheritance taxes should be 
levied on a national basis and a large 
proportion of each redistributed to 
the states on tin* basis of population.

UNIQUE ROUND-UP 
Or' SHAGGY PONIES 

Just off the constnl Juncture of Vlr 
glntn and Maryland lies small, pictur¬ 
esque Chlncotengue Island, Sports- 
men know it ns n good plnoe to go 
for fishing and duck shooting. And 
onee n year, daring Its Volunteer Lire 
men’s carnival, notes n writer In Time 
Magazine, Chlncotengue stages the 
F.ast’s only wild horse round-up "Pony 
Penning day." 

No one knows where Chlneoteagne's 
wild horses came from. Natives say 
they have been there some 230 years 
and like to believe them descendants 
of horses which swam nshnre from a 
wrecked Spanish galleon. Less ro¬ 
mantic historians think they mny have 
sprang from Virginia strays tsolnted 
when Chlncotengue, once a peninsula, 
became an Island. Small nnd shaggy, 
they look like a cross between horse 
nnd Shetland pony. Led by stallions, 
they range the Island marshes In bands 
of fifteen to twenty. 

Chincotengiie fishermen rounded up 
about 200 ponies recently. Some 5,000 
spectators cheered and munched hot 
dogs as cowboys herded the ponies In¬ 
to a pen. Then, while the crowd closed 
In to pick favorites, came the brand¬ 
ing. 

Thrifty natives have put their 
brands on most of the ponies nnd take 
care to get them on the new colts 
which shadow their mothers. When 
auction time came, bidding was the 
best In years. The ponies bring $20 
to $70 each, nnd make good pets for 
children.
